New Orleans, Sept. 13— Shortly be- 


(cre noon the board of health officially 
declared alx of the suspicious cases of 
fever on St Claude street to be yellow 
fever. 


A couple of hours subsequently toe 


board announced another pronounced 
case of yellow fever at Miro and Espla- 
nade streets, also in the tower part of 
SJTcitv, but a mile or more away from 
the infected 
square. The announce- 


ment of the ftrstt six cases as yellow fe- 
ver was not unexpected, although it 
was hoped from the delay on the part 
ot the experts that these cases were 
simply of biloua malaria. 


No central alarm has resulted here, 


alt bough the 
news rapidly spread 


through the city. The authorities do 
not believe that the situation ia mate- 
rially worse than U was four or five 
days ago, and they are still confident 
of their ability, with modern sanitary 
appliances, successfully to quarantine 
the infected districts. 


The official bulletin of the board of 


experts declaring the St. Claude street 
cases to be yellow fever was received 
by President Olliphaat icon after 11 
a, m. Dr. OiHphant immediately sent 
for members of the press and gave out 
the report which was signed by the 
experts. The report is as follows: 


The physicians who, from time to 


time, ha.v« examined the 12 cases of 
fever on St. Claude street find six to b» 
yeliow fever, four of whom are conva- 
lescent. There are no other cases." 


Of the original 12 oeeeg, all of which 


had their origin from a case that had 
come from Ocean Springs, the six oth- 
er than those reported as yeliow fever 
were announced to be practically well. 
up and walking about 
their homes. 


Of the ais pronounced yellow fever 
four are convalescent and two are de- 
clared to be critically ill. one of these 
having suffered a relapse. 


Dr. Ollipbant said "Of course I have 


made this announcement of the exist- 
ence of seven cases of yellow fever >n 
New Orleans with sincere regret, but 
there was no alternative left me under 
my pledge to keep faith with the pub- 
lic bere and elsewhere. I do not think, 
however, there is oecaaion here for se- 
rious alarm unless conditions shall 
grow materially woriw. We shall await 
developments 
An earlier announce- 


ment of the diagnosis of the St. Claude 
nreet cases was not possible. The 
board of experts, which is composed of 
able, efficient and experienced physi- 
cians, bad 
made 
repeated visits to 


these patients, but they insisted that 
they should be allontj their own time 
within which to malte a complete diag- 
nosis

The purpose of 
the investigations has been to deter- 
mine whether the summit of the mesa 
was at one time inhabited by the pre- 
historic Acoma Indians.

l.ibbey reported no evidences of early 
occupancy.

:ter scaling tiie mesa, he spent some 
me on the summit, found a number 
f fragments of pottery, arrows, shell 
racelets, stone axes, etc., establishing 
onclusively that the top of tbe mesa 
as at one time inhabited. 
The mesa was determined to be 431 
eet from the western plain to the top 
' the highest pinnacle above the cleft,

not be induced, 18 years ago. to give a 
helping hand to Mr. Stanley. He wish- 
ed to carry 1.830 man loads and he had 
only 190 Zanzibar and Loango porters 
for the work. Some of the natives would 
sell him a little of their time, but they 
would not carry his goods more than 
two or three miles beyond their homes. 
Stanley's failure to secure the carriers 
be needod along the river delayed his 
work on the upper Congo for more than 
a year, and the labor question was the 
most perplexing problem with which he 
had to deal. He brought his carriers 
thousands of miles, from Zanzibar and 
other coasts of Africa. — Harper's Bound 
Table. 


Aawfent Pn«blo 


The ancient pueblo builder. like his 


modern descendant, was so completely 
under the dominating influence of his 
geographic environment that from sim- 
ilar condition* he almost automatically 
worked ont similar results. In the mat- 
ter of a site for his home, however, he 
had some latitude, and the choice he 
made reflected something of the social 
conditions under which be lived. Thus 
it is probable that in the earliest times 
the people lived in small villages locat- 
ed on the edges of valleys or near the 
mouths of fertile flat bottomed canyons. 
They lived a quiet, peaceful existence, 
depending principally on the soil for 
the means of subsistence, but not de- 
spising' the harvest of grass seeds and 
wild nuts which were at hand and glad 
to break the even, placid course of ex- 
istence by periodical hunting expedi- 
tions to tha neighboring mountains for 
deer an* ont into the great plains for 
buffalo. 


In the course of time, however, other 


an4 more savage tribes came to the re- 
gion, and these preyed upon the prior 
occupants of the country, who were in- 
dustrious and provident and accumu- 
lated stores against possible bad seasons. 
It is doubtful whether there were any 
pitched battles or prolonged sieges, but 
the robbers made periodical forays 
through the fields when the crops were 
ready for the harvest or perhaps as- 
saulted and looted some small village 
when the men were away. — Cosmos 
Mindeleff in Bulletin of American Geo- 
graphical Society.

HARVESTING POTATOES. 


It appears to bav«- been rlt>Aily demon- 


that the tetter flats of potato 


harvesting m»thu>eji can be relied upon 
tc dig and separate the pouttoeii from 
ih« toil as well as could have bean done 
by hand and at the same time leave the 
ground iu good condition for future nua. 
Theee- machine* raue the entire row, 
elevating it and separating the potatoes 
from the soil, aud deposit them in the 
rear upon the surf ace of the ground ready 
to be carted off. An Ohio correspondeuc 
of Prairie Fanner, who. by the way, 
favors bushel boxes to handle the tubers 
in the field, writes as follows concent- 
ing the sorting of potatoes: 


We now use a sorter which is a prac- 


tical and very simple machine. The po- 
tatoes are shoveled into one end, and 
the culls drop through below and the 
sorted potatoes go into a basket at the 
rear of the sorter. Before we used this 
machine we usually sorted off the scoop 
shovel, on a bench which we will de- 
scribe. We never could humble our- 
selves. as some people do, by getting 
down on a floor or the ground on our 
knees before a pile of potatoes. We 
therefore made a bench so we could 
stand upright while sorting. Always 
handle potatoes with the scoop if possi- 
ble after once picked up. 


For a sorting bench take three boards 


wide enough so that they will stand on 
ecd without tipping over. Cut two of 
the boards, say, 3 feet long and the other 
about 18 inches long. Kail oes^f the 
long boards on to the short one at right 
angles. This will make a support for 
one end of the bench and be about 18 
inches high. Take the other long board 
and nail it at right angles on the other 
end of the long board 18 inches from 
the end, so that your bench is 18 inches 
high. The board comes up above the 
bench 18 inches at one end, makes a 
place on which to rest the scoop handle, 
while the end of the scoop rests on the 
edge of -the box or basket sitting on the 
bench. The sorting can be done then 
off the shovel with both hands free. 
With a little practice the sorting can 
be done speedily and with much less 
discomfort than by getting down on all 
fours aa so many da 


When possible, potatoes should be 


sorted before they are stored perma- 
nently for the winter. Before we build 
our potato bouse we usually hauled 
them to the barn floor from the field, 
and the sorting was done there. Now 
we take them directly to the potato 
house and store them iu the sorting, 
room, where they can lie until cold 
weather if necessary, but they are sort- 
ed before they go into permanent stor- 
age.

Stacking- Grain. 


No other work appears to be so poorly 


done on the farm as stacking. In a dis- 
cussion on this subject in the Iowa 
Homestead all of the writers agree that 
the middle of the stack should be kept 
fuli, some keeping very full, while oth- 
ers only moderately so. The inside 
courses should be laid solid and the 
sheaves close together, while the out- 
side course is laid loosely and never 
trodden upon. The following points of 
importance are gleaned from these let- 
ten: 


Sons should be taught how to stack 


early in life; shocking should be well 
done before stacking; a good foundation 
is necessary; plow the ground where 
the stack is to stand for a good stack 
bottom; if the stackyard is not level 
the stack should be leveled as near the 
ground as possible by running an extra 
course or two to make it level; tbe sliat- 
terings should never be put in tbe stack ; 
they had better spoil in a stack by them- 
selves than to be tha cause of a whole 
stack spoiling; stacks should be seven 
or eight feet apart; begin a stack like a 
shock ; do not put the heads out, and 
begin each course iu a new place. 


Some adovcate stacking \\ith a fork, 


which is immaterial if the stack is well 
built. One writer advocates stacking 
around a pole set solidly in the ground. 
He says he is not bothered with slipping 
or spoiled stacks and does «oS care how 
it looks so it saves tho grain. 


Corn Growing State*. 


According to lignres presented by the 


department of agriculture in 1896 every 
state in the Union raised enough com 
to report it except Nevada, Idaho aud 
Arizona. Iowa leads tbe list of corn 
growers with 331,719,641 bushels on 
8,249,319 acres; Kansas, with a greater 
acreage, 8,f>47,648 acres, and the great- 
est of any .-.tat*, produced 247,784,004 
bushels, and is fourth on tho list ; Neb- 
raska, with 398,590,688 bushels on 
7,962,657 acre?, coming second, and 
Illinois, with 384,573,764 bushels ou 
7,036,486 acres, coming third. Montana 
reports tbe smallest yield, 34,606 bush- 
els on 1,331 acres; Florida, whore grow 
the orange and the pineapple, has 486,- 
694 acre* to corn, raising 4,860,940 
bushela. New York is pretty well down 
in the list with 526,257 acres producing 
17,892,738 bushels, valued at f6,799,- 
940 
Connecticut has 46,658 acres to 


1,773,004 bushels; New Jersey has 
283,583 a-res to 9,335,338 bushels; 
Pennsylvania has 1,311,870 acrex to 
53,475,000 onshels, and Rhode Island 
hiir the temerity to report that she has 
enough territory to put 8,U48 acres of 
it to corn, raising thereon 300,838 
bushels.

Dr. Arne Afterward his \ii>itors might 
enjoy the privilege of drinking new 
milk from tbe cow and picking flowers 
and fruit, "fresh every hour in tbe 
day," a great attraction, doubtless, for 
Londoners at a period when frnit and 
flowers were neither so cheap nor so 
abancUnt in the metropolis as they are 
at rrerent Nor were more artificial 
amusements lacking.

THE CHILTERN HUNDREDS 


A Quaint OJtl Kof.kA fattltutioa That 


May boon tto AbolUluMi- 


The new» of liieproj-Md abolition 


•f the* rov jl st* warden)* 01 the C'bil 
tern Huuared»" >ii England i» not, a.-, 
might tr- be'ii\t.cl, thi, obht4 ration of 
aonit- lucratiwt Muecnre or court office, 
bnt la tbe di»jppc*arauce of a quauit o'.d 
parliamentary institution, a relic of the 
times when parliamentary duties were 
mi ouercms and unwelcome burden and 
the country gentry had to be compelled 
to attend the house of commons. Not 
everybody is aware that, according to 
a statute euacti d nearly three centuries 
ago, a man after be IB duly elected can 
aot resign his seat in the bouse of com- 
mons 
Di arh «xpulsion or legal dis 


qualification is the only means by 
which a t-eat in parliament can be va 
cated. This statute w as modified to a 
certain extent when, during tbe reign 
of Queen Anne, it was enacted tbat ev- 
ery member of parliament accepting an 
office from tbe crown ipso facto should 
vacate bis seat, being, of course, at lib- 
erty to submit himself to re election 


Among these offices are those of the 


royal stewards of "honors" or "hnn 
dreds," whose doty it was originally 
to account to the exchequer for the rev- 
enues of their bailiwicks and to collect 
the taxes in the districts of crown lands 
intrusted to their charge. Gradually 
these stewardship1! were diminished in 
number, and that of the Cbiltern "bun 
dreds" or "honors" is one of the few 
which survive 
The steward, however, 


no longer has any duties to perform, his 
office being merely of an honorary char- 
acter. Indeed it has been retained sole 
ly with tbe object of enabling members 
to vacate their seats. 


When a legislator desires for one rea 


son or another to abandon his seat in 
the hons« of commons before tbeexpira 
tion of his mandate from his constitu 
ents, ho straightway applies to the 
crown for appointment as royal stew- 
ard of tbe Chiltern Hundreds This nsn 
ally is conceded without delay, and by 
its acceptance he becomes ipso facto 
depnved of bis scat in the house Of 
course he merely retains the steward- 
ship, which theoretically is an office of 
tbe royal household, for a day or two 
and tbeu resigns it tbe trick being done 
and tbe statute of 1683 against the res 
ignation of a seat m the bouse being 
evaded successfully. 


The Chiltern Hundreds are situated 


in tne county of Bucks, running right 
through it from Trmg, in Hertfordshire, 
to Henley, in Oxfordshire 
The royal 


stewardship cf the .manor of Northsead 
in Yorkshire likewise is used in these 
present days for the same purpose as the 
stewardship of the Chiltern Hundreds 


It has been long felt that these ap- 


pointments «re a piece of trickery un- 
worthy of the august assembly which 
for so many centuries has been enacting 
tbe laws of tbe land and which there- 
fore should be the very last institution 
to pue an example of the manner of 
which they may bo disobeyed More 
over, it is felt that the state no longer 
bas any right to compel the attendance 
ami pirhami utary sen ice of legislators 
%vho«e seruu, after all, is of a purelv 
voluntary chanctsr and unrewarded 


Accordingly when parliament meets, 


again, Mr B ilfour, as first lord of the 
treasury and government leader of tbe 
house of commons will bring forward 
a bill for tbe repeal of the law of 10.23 
and so for 110 abolition of that mysteri- 
ous crown office with the history and 
character of which so few, even of Eng 
lishmen, are acquainted 


More than one nationalist member of 


parliament has pot into terrible trouble 
with his constituents iu Ireland owing 
to the announcement reaching them 
that be had applied for and accepted 
from tbe crown tho royal stewardship 
of the Chiltern Hundreds. They nn 
mediately took it for granted tbat bo 
bad beeu wou o\er to betray his trust 
by the gift of a lucrative office and de- 
nounced him as a win tor to tneir cause 
until he was able, always with diffi- 
culty, to explain to them the true ctr 
cuiBRtaacvB of tbe case —Chicago Ree 
ord.
